If you have not obtained and read the report it considerable understates McGMlough 
and fails to name him but it does leave no doubt that there is one only one, him. 

Room 307 was registered to Dorothy Cotton of Atlanta. I will be n0 llse 

of this. 

report mentions Invaders and Cointelpro bat never together and as 
they do not belong together. 

There is a reference to a Robert Murphy report. I believe that is the earlier 
one by Civil Rights, that he is the one you spoke to and tie one who filled out the 
report of outside contact of which A gave you a copy. There is no reference to the 
Invaders in it, either.
